Corsicana firemen answered calls on 


four power line poles in rapid succession 
beginning at 6:34 pjn. but did not at- 
tempt to extinguish the blazing cross- 
arms on poles carrying high voltage 
lines at the request of TP&L personnel, 
Main Station Commander W.G. Hanna 
said Thursday. 


Commander Hanna said two poles 


were afire in the 700 block of N. 9th St. in 
the first called received at 6:34 p.m. A 
minute later, an alarm was received on 
a pole fire in the 1100 block of S. 5th St. 
and at 6:47 p.m. firemen were called out 
on another pole fire where S. 15th 
merges with S. 17th on the curve. 


"The TP&L asked us not to put any 


water on the fires in the high voltage line 
poles as they said they didn't want us to 
get hurt," Hanna said. Trouble crews 
from the utility controlled the pole fires. 


Firemen were told the fires ignited 


when accumulated dust on the power 
lines became a charged mist with the 
beginning of the rains. 


Firemen checked out the First 


National Bank at 10:45 p.m. when rains 
"held down" smoke issuing from the 
bank's incinerator causing it to waft 
around the building giving the im- 
pression to passersby the building was 
on fire.

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WASHINGTON (AP) — The Senate 


turned back 49 to 46 a Republican move 
today to kill a Democratic-backed 
presidential campaign financing plan 
which could give major party nominees 
$20.4 million each in public funds next 
year.

The key test apparently indicated that 


the Democrats have the votes to write 
the plan into the $26-billion tax cut bill. 


But Republicans indicated they might 


continue to fight the proposal by offering 
a series of amendments to it. 


The move of Sen. Charles McC. 


Mathlas, R-Md., to kill the plan was 
beaten with votes'.of 49 Democrats. It 
was supported by 43 Republicans and 3 
Democrats. 


The vote was preceded by a bitter 


shouting, partisan debate. 


Democratic Leader Mike Mansfield, a 


leading proponent of the plan introduced 
by Sen. John O. Pastore, D-R.L, de- 
clared "some form of public financing of 
campaigns is absolutely necessary to 
put an end to the day of labor's man, in- 
dustry's man and whoever's man. 


"Unless something is done, there is no 


way to prevent our national politics from 
becoming the exclusive preserve of the 
rich or of those who serve one of the 
economic interests of this nation." 


Sen. Lowell P. Weicker Jr., R-Corin., 


declared that the proposal "smells" and 
represents an attempt by the Democrats 
"to legislate their way back into office." 


"This is an affront to democracy," he 


shouted. "In effect what the Democratic 
party is telling the people of this nation is 
that you will give. There is no con- 
sideration as to the quality of the can- 
didates." 


Pastore interrupted to say that the 


income tax checkoff procedure designed 
to raise the money was entirely volun- 
tary and that no one had to contribute 
who did not want to. 


The Senate Wednesday killed an at- 


tempt to add a big Social Security in- 
crease to the bill, and thus apparently 
buried the issue for the remainder of the 
debate. 


The amendment, offered by Sen. 


Edward J. Gurney, R-Fla., would have 


given all Social Security beneficiaries a 
5-per-cent boost as well as providing 
many other special increases. 


But Sen. Russell B. Long, D-La., floor 


manager of the bill, contended these 
questions should be considered on the 
House-passed welfare bill which con- 
tains similar Social Security provisions. 
He indicated this bill would reach the 
Senate floor by next March 1. 


Long predicted 52 of the 55 Democrats 


would support the campaign-fund rider, 
with only 50 votes needed for adoption. 
And, he said, as many as three 
Republicans might back it. 


The plan is similar to one written into 


law in 1966 but which was nullified in 
1967.

At least two members of the Civil 


Service Commission panel that deals 
with Corsicana Police and Fire 
Department personnel questions may 
not be in compliance with the Texas 
statutes governing appointments to such 
panels, according to Texas Attorney 
Genral's Opinion No. M-997 dated 15 
Nov., and released today by the office of 
Navarro County Criminal District At- 
torney Jimmy Morris. 


In a six-page letter to Morris over the 


signature of Texas Attorney Genral 
Crawford Martin, specific sections of the 
law are cited, and the final opinion is 
given in the questions of (1) whether the 
same person can serve on the Board of 
Equalization and the Civil Service 
Commission and (2) whether the same 
person can serve as assistant post- 
master and on the Civil Service Com- 
mission. 


Simply related, the Attorney Genral's 


opinion says they can serve in such 
capacities in both instances "provided 
the findings and other requirements of 
Section 2 of Article 6252-9a have been 
met."- 


That section specifies: "Before a 


nonelective state officer or employe may 
accept an offer to serve in other 
nonelective offices or positions of honor, 
trust, or profit, the officer or employe 
must obtain from the governing body, or 
if there is no governing body, the 
executive head of the agency, division, 
department, or institution with which he 
is associated or employed, a finding that 
the requirements of Section 1 of this Act 
have been fulfilled. The governing body 


or executive head shall make an official 
record of the finding and of the com- 
pensation to be received by the 
nonelective officer or employe from 
such additional nonelective office or 
• position of honor, trust, or profit in- 
cluding specifically salary, bonus, per 
diem or other type of compensation.-' 


Morris says to his knowledge no such 


finding was ever made with reference to 
the two members of the Civil Service 
Commission, and the specified record 
was never made. 


The question of possible conflicts on 


the Civil Service Commission arose 
when Morris .was representing Capt. 
David Garrett in a case following a move 
by Police Chief Don Massey to demote 
him. 


The Commission ruled in Garrett's 


favor, but the Attorney General's 
opinion was sought for clarification.

Wayne Norris is also assistant post- 
master, andDr. L. E.McGary serveson 
both the Civil Service Commission and 
the Board of Equalization.

Corsicana police reported high waters 


covered most downtown streets and 
many in the residential areas for several 
hours from heavy rains experienced 
Wednesday night, but no streets were 
completely blocked. 


Nine cars were stalled at S. 7th St. and 


E. 7th Ave., a major highway in- 
tersection for some time during the 
height of the flooding before 
the 


downpours ran off into storm sewers and 
natural drainage, police said. 


Chief Don jjflassey said he drove 


around and in'Wiany places "water was 


so high if you had opened your car door, 
water would have got in the car." 


The eastern and southeastern portions 


of the Golden Circle reported similar 
amounts, Kerens with 4 inches, Fairfield 
with 3.25 inches and Trinidad with 3.5 
inches.

School Board 


Expels Four Students

The expulsion of four students 


made up the bulk of the monthly 
school board meeting Monday 
night, with the meeting turning 
into a question-answer-inquiry 
session that lasted until mid- 
night 


All four students had been 


suspended by their respective 
principals or the superintendent, 
Joe Scale, .pending action of the 
board..Principals involved asked 
for 
suspensions 
in 
written 


statements to the board. 


A Drane Middle school student 


was expelled for being disrup- 
tive, fighting and being un- 
controllable 
by 
classroom 


teachers. Although he was not 
present, he was represented by 
his mother and representatives of 
the local welfare agency. 


Also appearing before the 


board were H. C. Allen, principal, 
and Curtis Jones, assistant 
principal of Drane, who gave the 
board reasons for asking for the 
expulsion. 


One of the three Corsicana 


High School students who was 
recommended for expulsion by 
CHS principals appeared with his 
father and younger brother. The 
youth was caught carrying a 
pistol in his pocket When boar- 
.dinga school bus. 


He told the board he did not 


know the pistol was in his pocket 
until he got on the bus because his 
younger brother had put it there 
and he had dressed in a hurry. 


David Ingram, CHS principal, 


told the board the boy had been 
involved in other incidents and 
had been suspended for three 
days earlier in the year. The 
father denied knowledge of the 
earlier suspension. 


At 
that 
point, Raymond 


Hampel took back an earlier 
motion to allow the boy's read- 
mission to school and moved he 
be expelled because he had not 
told his parents of the earlier 
suspension. The motion passed. 


Neither of the two other CHS 


students were present or were 
represented. Both were expelled 
for extensive lists of \ ab- 
senteeism, disrespect to teachers 
and administrators, and fighting. 


When questioned by board 


member Albert Sanders about a 
incident that happened at a pep 
rally two weeks ago, Ingram 
replied that the matter was still 
being investigated. 


In other business, the board 


authorized the employment of a 
parking lot attendant at CHS to 
police the area, primarily to keep 
traffic entering and exiting the 
lot through the correct gateways. 
Board members emphasized that 
this would include teachers as 
well as students. 


Added duties would be to 


prevent the large amount of 
- vandalism, allow only authorized 
personnel in the lot and keep it 
clean. 


The board approved the use of 


three additional aides, which will 
be sponsored entirely by the 
Texas Council of Governments, 
provided that half are kept by the 
system on a permanent basis. 


Bob Wollard, of Pattillo.Wilcox 


and Brown presented the annual 
audit report, which was ap- 
proved. He noted that the 
cafeteria and student activity fee 
funds were not included in the 
report because they are not 
required by state law. But he did 
add that he had recom- 
mendations for reporting the 
receipts and disbursements of the 
funds. He was asked to make the 
recommendations in written 
statements for the board; 


During the first round of the 


question and answer period, 
board members agreed that 
some revisions on the report had 
to be made for clarification's 
sake, not because there was 
inefficiency in the cafeteria staff. 


Board member Maco Stewart 


began the second round by 
questioning assistant superin- 
tendent tee Pennington about the 
library system, for the second 
meeting in a row. 


Pennington reported that from 


reports he has received and 
observations he has made, the 
libraries are being used con- 
tinuously. 


In answer to another of 


Stewart's inquiries, Seale ex- 
plained that CHS counselors and 
administrators 
were in the 


process of evaluating the com- 
puter system used at the school 
for files. 


Seale noted that as far as grade 


reports were concerned, the 
system was efficient and tune 
saving, but was not as far as 
collecting or changing data for 
personal student files was con- 
cerned. 


Board member Albert Sanders 


questioned discipline policies of 
counselors and principals at the 
high school and commented that 
discipline should be as uniform as 
possible. He suggested that a 
black woman counselor would be 
beneficial to black girl students. 
No action was taken on the idea, 
but Seale said he would look into 
the matter.

Elementary, which have been 
reported to be in bad condition.

superintendent of financial af- 
fairs, told the board that the main 
problem was ventilation because 
the windows were kept shut, but 
added that new fixtures and 
plumbing were needed to com- 
plete the job. 


Frank also told the board that 


the painting on school campuses 
which began in the summer was 
continuing, with some work 
completed at Collins, Fannin and 
Lincoln. 


In answer to another question, 


Frank told the board there were 
about 10 transfer students who 
had not paid their tuition fees. 
Both Stewart and Dr. John 
Harper agreed that grade reports 
should be held up until the fees 
are paid in full.

Real Crisis in American Life 
Discussed for Blair Chapter 


Mrs. C. M. Copeland brought 


the National Defense report to 
the James Blair Chapter DAR 
when the chapter held their 
regular meeting on the second 
Wed. 
of November, '71. Mrs. 


Copeland discussed the topic 
"The Real Crisis in American 
life - A Disease of the Spirit" 
written by Mrs. Dorothy A. 
Faber, Editor of The Christian 
Challenge magazine. 


Quoting directly from the 


article, the speaker stated: 
"Despots and tyrants of one kind 
or another have left their foot- 
prints in all of history since the 
time of Judas, and the Zealots 
were far from being the last of 
the revolutionary groups. One of 
the most dangerous of these 
appeared in Russia in the 19th 
Century. Called Nihilism (from 
the Latin word 'nihil,' meaning 
'nothing'), it claimed to be 
seeking social and political 
freedom fro the individual 
through rejection of all forms of 
authority and traditional moral 
obligations. 


The Nihilists were charac- 


terized by their total skepticism, 
coarseness 
of' speech 
and 


behavior, a 
dedication to 


materialism, and agnostic and 
utilitarian 
approach 
to 


everything. A typical summation 
of the Nihilist creed is: 'What can 
be smashed must be smashed; 
whatever will stand the blow is 
sound, 
what 
flies 
into 


smithereens is rubbish; at any 
rate, hit out right and left, no 
harm will or can come of it.' 


"Young men of the movement 


permitted their hair to grow long, 
and their female counterparts 
responded by cutting their hair 
quite short so that It became 
difficult to determine which sex 
was which. The University 
students were among the first to 
call for the abolition of religion, 
family life, private property and 
the government of the time. 


"Rather than a centralized 


government, the Nihilists called 
for federation of communes, and 
religion was to be supplanted 
with the exact sciences. The 
Nihilists - turned - Anarchists 
wished to give all men unbounded 
liberty to develop along whatever 
lines they please: "The idler 
should be free to idle and live off 
other men's labor, the drunkard 
to drink himself into maudlin 
imbecility, the murderer to 
murder until he tires of the 
pastime, the thief to help himself 
to others property until he is 
satisfied. 
Exaggerated 
In- 


dividualism was the keynote of 
his system, Liberty, not equality 
was his goal.' 


"Although it may be difficult 


for the average person to un- 
derstand, there are those in- 
dividuals in every generation 
who love violence for its own 
sake, who will burn, murder and 
destroy on any pretext or with no 
excuse at all. Such as these were 
the leaders of the Nihilist 
movement, their excuse being 
revolution. 


"The revolutionary niust let 


nothing stand between him and 
the work of destruction. For him 
exists only one reward - the 
success of the revolution. He has 
but 
one 
aim-implacable 


destruction. 
| 


"During the uproar that 


followed the tragedy at Kent 
State University (KSU) in 1970, it 
is possible that many Americans 
chose to overlook the fact that 
Kent State has been a target for 
campus militants for some two 
years, and that the first riot there 
was staged by a member of the 
Students for a 
Democratic 


Society (SDS) in November 1968. 
Things got so bad at' KSU that 
Ohio Governor James Rhodes 
described those responsible for 
the violence at the university as 
part of the 'strongest', most well- 
trained, militant revolutionary 
groups ever assembled 
in 


America.' 


"Since the unfortunate death of 


four Kent State students, a 
number of newspaper columnists 
have commented on the fact that: 
Mark Rudd, organizer of the 
Columbia University uprising, 
has visited Kent State repeatedly 
over the past two years; it was at 
Kent State that New Leftist Jerry 
Rubin gave his now famous 
advice to the students to 'kill your 
parents... and I mean that quite 
seriously, because until you're 
prepared to kill your parents 
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you're not really prepared to 
change the Country, because our 
parents are our first oppressors. 
... Quit being students, become 
criminals. We have to disrupt 
every institution and break every 
law." 


"Columnist Victor Riesel was 


one of several newspaper writers 
who explored the fact that Kent 
State may have become the 
target of the New Left because it 
houses a unique laboratory where 


scientists 
have 
conducted 


elaborate 
experiments with 


liquid crystals which are so 
sensitive that in reaction to the 
slightest increase in heat, they 
change color vividly and im- 
mediately. Devices containing 
liquid crystals can detect the 
presence of enemy troops at 
night, can guide rockets to 
targets such as tanks and jets, 
and are useful in electronics and 
cancer research.

Hooks Stubbs, chapter member, 
who brought a masterful review 
of the book "The Conqueror", by 
Gertrude Atherton, a gripping 
story of the figures and period 
around the time of the American 
Revolution-a time of great 
patriots and great stress. The 
central figure of the story is the 


great 
American 
patriot, 


Alexander Hamilton, his lineage, 
associates and times. 


Of all the men who aided in 


framing and setting up the 
government under the Con- 
stitution, the most brilliant was 
Alexander Hamilton. The youth, 
not yet 20 when war began, was 
one of Washington's most trusted 
aids in the Revolution. As a 
lawyer he ranked among the 
foremost of his time; in the 
critical period of 1783-89 he won 
recognition as one of the soundest 


political thinkers of the day. In 
setting up the new Federal 
Government he had the chief part 
in the transporting of the weak 
provisions of the Constitution into 
a strong, national government 
system. 


George Washington appointed 


Hamilton as the first Secretary of 
the Treasury of the new United 
States, and it was in this office 
that Hamilton left his strongest 
impression on the American 
government. He effected the 
measures to restore the credit of 


the country, establish a National 
Bank, and enact a tariff to 
protect the infant industries. No 
American statesman ever had 
greater tasks than had Hamilton, 
and none was more successful in 
meeting them. It is not too much 
to call him the greatest con- 
structive statesman in the United 
States History. 


Hamilton's history was as 


unusual as the man himself. Born 
in the island of Nevis, in the 
British West Indies in 1757, he 
was the son of James Hamilton a 


well-born Scott who was more 
interested in his books than in- 
dustry 
and 
commerce. 


Hamilton's gentle Huguenot 
mother, 
Rachel, 
was 
the 


daughter of John and Mary 
Faucett. Dr. Faucett came to the 
tropics as a boy and was provided 
with shelter and an education. He 
acquired the science of medicine, 
settled on the island of Nevis, 
became a British subject and 
acquired a fortune.

and later inherited a legacy from 
Captain Kendall. High-spirited 
Marywas intelligent, something 
of a beauty, and in later years Dr. 
Faucett found her hard to con- 
trol. Mary was busy for years 
rearing her family as Dr. Faucett 
wished, seeing the social life of 
Government House pass her by- 
Mary saw her two daughters 
make good marriages. One wed 
Peter Lytton of the isle of St. 
Croix, and sailed away. The other 
daughter married a Mitchell 
also of St. Croix, and sailed away. 


Without the children Mary now 


wanted a social life which held no 
interest for the aging doctor who 
in his retirement proved to be an 
abominable companion. Into 
these 
unhappy conditions, 


Rachel, who was to be the mother 
of Alexander Hamilton, was 
born. When Rachel was four, 
after 28 years of marriage, Mary 
separated from the doctor, and, 
taking Rachel and her property, 
sailed for St Christopher. At his 
death Dr. Faucett left Rachel the 
Great House in Charlestown, 
Nevis island. Mary returned to 
this 
home, 
and 
Rachel's 


childhood was spent in this 
picturesque place. 


Urged on by her mother, Mary, 


who was in very poor health, 
Rachel made a tragic marriage 
at age 16 which resulted in a 
breakdown for Rachel. Two 
years later Rachel had regained 
her health. While out on the bridle 
path she was introduced to James 
Hamilton, by his cousin, and 
Rachel's friend, Dr. Hamilton. A 
great attachment and love 
sprang up for Rachel and James 
that neither seemed capable of 
stopping. 


After her mother's death, 


James took Rachel to Nevis and 
they took possession of Rachel's 
house where the gates were 
always locked and the gay life of 
Nevis passed by unheeded. 
Alexander was born here in 1757- 
a very restless youngster whose 
only outlets were his mother ancT 
his books. The father, James^ 
Hamilton, preferred his library 
to commerce and suffered one 
financial failure after another, 
resulting in financial collapse. 
James was offered a job by Peter 
Lytton on St, Croix managing 
Lytton's cattle estate, and soon 
set sail. The situtation was 
galling to Rachel's proud spirit. 
Things were improved 
for 


Alexander and his brother, 
however. Alexander made the 
acquaintance of Dr. Hugh Knox, 
a minister, who recognized that 
Alexander was something more 
than brilliant, Dr. Knox had a 
classical library and urged 
Alexander to use it. 


James Hamilton was not a 


success with the cattle work, so--, 
departed for St. Vincent never to 
return. He left his wife and two 
sons on her people. Rachel and 
the boys moved to the Peter. 
Lytton home where the .boys 
became friends with boys on 
'.neighboring estates. Here 
Alexander met Ned Stephens, 
who became a life long friend. 
They all studied with Hugh Knox. 


Rachel lived for the time when 


her son's genius would lift him 
so high among the immortals that 
his birth would matter'as little as 
her hours of agony. Rachel at 32 
was still beautiful before her = 
collapse. Alexander spent much' 
time with her in her final days' 
and came to realize he would 
fight the battle of life unaided. 
"You are to be a great man, a 
successful one" she told him.'; 


After his mother's death 


Alexander lived with Mrs. Mit- 
chell and continued to study with 
Hugh Knox. When Ned Stephens 
sailed for New York to attend 
King's 
College, 
Alexander- 


decided "I must go to college." 
After much hard work, a report 
he wrote for a newspaper 
regarding the great storm on St. 
Croix; his ability to write was 
proved and resulted in friends 
and relatives making it possible 
for him to sail for New York, 
where he found his friend Ned 
Stephens, attended grammar 
school for a time, and entered 
King's College. 


Hamilton soon realized that the 


colonists were struggling for a 
principle, was filled with in- 
dignation, and became leader of 
the patriotic students. 


Alexander 
Hamilton 
was 


struck down at age 47 in a duel of 
the day with Aaron Burr. This 
great public calamity ended the 
life of the patriot who is 
remembered best for his in- 
comparably integrity.

Traditionally, the head of the 


family is presented a handsome 
plaque from the club and his wife 
is given a dressed turkey on a 
silver tray.

observance of Food and Fiber 
Abundance Week. 


As a member of the statewide 


committee directing the ob- 
servance, Cox told the luncheon 
gathering the "The farmer has 
done a good job and he wants 
people to knwo about it." The 
idea behind oberving Food and 


therefore didn't appreciate the 
role of the farmerr who produced 
no only food and fiber to sustain 
himself but 46 others. 


Pointing out that the number 


engaged in farming has dwindled 
severally, Cox said the farmers 
are doing a good job because they 
are smarter and more efficient, 
and more often than the average 
person realizes they have more 
invested than a businessman in 
town has. 


"Agriculture in Texas is im- 


portant and we in the state like to 
brag," Cox observed as he 
revealed there is good cause for 
bragging. "We could build a wall 
around Texas and live high on the 
hog and sustain ourselves. We 
could eat high on the hog on what 
we produce with no one else 
supplying us with anything; we 
could cloth ourselves and''we 
could house ourselves," he said 
pointing to the growing im- 
portance of the forestry of pine 
trees for lumber and pulpwood. 


In his audience needed further 


convincing, Cox pointed to the 
meal just consumed citing the 
abundance of food with this state 
and this nation is blessed. "Take 
bread-last year we (Texas) 
produced 54 million bushels of 
wheat; this fruit salad-Texas 
produced 13 million boxes of 
citrus fruits last year; this 
in Texas." And, he added: "One 
modern day broiler producer can 
produce enough chickens to feed 
a city of 60,000 people." 


The importance of the abun- 


dance of food was made more 
pointed when Cox reported that a 
study by psychologists has 
broughtout that "we stand just 12 
meals away from complete 
chicken we had today-185 million 
chickens were produced last year 
savagery-two days without food 
and you would steal for it, three 
days without food and you would 
riot for it and four days without 
food and you would kill for it." 


"But you and I don't have to 


worry about that as some

were endorsed Tuesday by the 
Corsicana City Commission. 


The endorsement authorizes 


the city to submit them as 
recommendations to the Dallas 
district highway engineer for 
approval under the highway 
maintenance agreement between 
Corsicana and the state, along 
with Corsicana's request that the 
state approve companion speed 
limits as outlined outside Cor- 
sicana around the high school. 


With acceptance and approval 


by the highway department, the 
next step would be for Corsicana 
to draft and adopt ordinances 
officially establishing the speed 
zones. 


The city proposes to change the 


existing 30 mph limit on Hwy 22 
from Farm Road 744 (city limits 
line paralleling the high school) 


__to 40 mph eastward to the 


hospital entrance road and 
retaining the 30 mph limit there 
on W. 2nd Ave. The city also pro- 
poses to establish a 45 mph on 
45th St. from W. Hwy 31 nor- 
thward to the city limits, and is 
requesting the state to establish a 
45 mile zone for Farm Road 2555 
S. (extension of N. 45th St.) from 
the city limits to. its juncture with 
W. Hwy 22. At the same time, the 


, 
city is requesting the state set a 
45 mile zone along Farm Road 744 
from its intersection with Farm 
Road 2555 eastward to Hwy 22, 
this being on the north side of the 
high school. 


Corsicana further is requesting 


the state to reduce the existing 
highway speed of 70 miles per 
hour for 2,400 feet west of the city 
limits on Hwy 22, graduating the 
first 1,200 feet to a 50 mile zone, 
and the next 1,200 feet further 
west to a 60 mph zone.

INCOME TAX MANAGEMENT: 
It's not too early for farmers and 
ranchers to take a look at their 
tax situation and make certain 
management decisions before the 
end of the year. 


Make an estimate of income 


and expenses to get an idea of 
your income tax liability. 


If your taxable income for the 


year is above that anticipated for 
next year, you may want to delay 
any additional sales until 1972. 
Also, consider buying supplies 
such as fertilizer, feed and 
chemicals for next year to reduce 
this year's income. 


Machinery purchases will also 


cut your income by a substantial 
margin, and you can benefit from 
fi rst-year depreciations and 
possibly investment credit if it 
becomes effective once again. 


Other items which could reduce 


your 1971 income tax are income 
averaging and advance payment 
of interest loans. According to the 
economist, income averaging is a 
tool for leveling income over a 
five-year period. To qualify for 
income averaging this year, your 
income must be 20 percent above
